reconstruct collapsed sewers and 
other badly deteriorated sewers or, 
in some cases, raise the sewer above 
the groundwater table. 

OTHER SEWERS in need ~of 
rehabilitation should be lined, using 
Insituform, slip lining or grouting, 
the report said. 

The groundwater table in the 
Nameoki area — much higher now 
than when the sewers were installed 
in 1954-55 — has caused numerous 
sewer breaks since 1960, the report 
noted.

Since June 1981, 48 sewer breaks 
were reported, with 30 being 
repaired, the study said 

The study defines approximately 
17 miles of the 50 miles of sewers as 
a “high-risk area’ due to the high 
groundwater levels. 

THE REPORT suggests the city 
implement the plan immediately. In 
the first year of the plan, $900,000 
would be spent, with money coming 
from the general fund and the Build 
Illinois program.
